Whether it's Mao swimming; zone of Europe. 
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Resurgent Britain 

T IE BRITISH, in the eyes of some, are a stuffy 
people, conservative in their thinking, stubbornly 
clinging to outmoded methods of production, firm in 
the belief that their institutions are irreproachable, 
doggedly pursuing a diplomatic theory that was tailor¬ 
ed to the days of empire. 

Such a belief is no more than nonsense. 

There have occurred; and are still in progress In 
Britain., events of a remarkable evolutionary nature. 
In just two fields Britons'have demonstrated recently a 
quality that entitles them to a place in the first rank 
of reformists. In economics and labor-management re¬ 
lations they have undertaken experiments which few 
nations would have the courage to follow, let alone 
lead. They set. nevertheless, a significant pattern. 

First in economics: the quarterly reviews of the 
Bank of England and the National Institute of Eco¬ 
nomic Research note marked improvements in the past 
few months in the British trade position. 

This was only achieved by a daring austerity pro¬ 
gram and a freezing of wages by the Labor government 
which invited what could have been politically dis¬ 
astrous repercussions. That it has succeeded is due in 
part to the acceptance of the program, however re¬ 
luctantly, by the majority of the trades unionists. 

With a favorable balance in trade for the first j 
time in years, Britain will be in a position to meet in | 
large part her obligations accepted during her recent ! 
financial crisis which had threatened to force devalua¬ 
tion of the pound. It seems likely that the country will i 
lie able to pay off some billion dollars in borrowings 
when they are due for repayment in November, and 
that, if the trend continues, she will be able to meet 
the billion and a half balance in 1970. A substantial 
part of the short-term loans effected last summer 
already has been repaid. 

It is interesting to note that Douglas Jay, presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, is considering an alterna¬ 
tive to the European Common Market entry, likely to 
be vetoed by France. He and a number of private 
groups are examining a suggestion for a transatlantic 
common market, to embrace Canada and the United 
States and, eventually, South American nations, hardly 
a sign at one-track-mindedness. 

But it is on the labor scene that the country has 
set an example which could have very far-reaching 
effects at home and abroad. The British labor move¬ 
ment, oldest in the world, has now become the moal 
advanced in its thinking by accepting the principles 
of wage self-restraint. By overwhelming vote—with 
more than 90 per cent of its 8,500,000 membership in 
favor—the Trades Union Congress has been given 
authority to regulate annual wage targets. 

In future, in consultation with government and 
employers, represented by the Confederation of British 
Industry, the TUC will set the standards for negotia¬ 
tion of new contracts, covering wages, hours of work, 
overtime, vacation time, and a host of fringe benefits. 

George Woodcock, general secretary of the TUC, 
says this decision is the most far-reaching^ “to have 
come out of any trade union movement in ary country 
at any time.” 

There is no doubt that he is right.

The professor i* the holier, id Vwo basic patents of ifaa 
guidance system adopted by the United State* for its Nike 
missiles. He has represented Greece at 23 Intornatintial 

scientific congresses, and la the author of 110 scientific 
paper*.

With the reputation of being Greece's most practical 
scientist, and with two generation* of Athens Polytechnic 
graduates who mention his name with awe-he was professor 
of experimental physics and director of the Experimental 
Physics Laboratory of lha Polytechnic from IMS to 1964 — 
Santorini hesitated for several years before plunging into the 
flying saucer controversy.

The result of his plunge now has been the biggest splash in 

the Greek scientific pool that anyone here can remember. 

During a ptawsed half-hour Interview that stretched into a 
three-hour conversation at his home, the professor made out 
a solid case for the Bytag aauerr.

Prof. Santorini said his own observations of flying saucers 
over Athens, and his subsequent research, had led him to 
believe that crew* of flying saucers were currently engaged 
in surveying earth, taking back with them plant and animal 
samples.

Santorini's own personal experience# r* flying saucera came 
in 1947, when the Greek army supplied him with a team of 
engineers to investigate what were believed to be Russian 
missiles flying over Greece.

The eight infants, four boys 
and four girls, were bom Friday 
night in a Mexico City clinic to 
Teresa Sepulveda , wife of 
Genaro Sepulveda Boone, 24. 

The last at the infanta died 
Saturday morning in an Incu¬ 
bator at a government hospital. 
Four of the octuplets died a few 
hour* after birth and three 
others died before dawn Satur-; 
day. 

MOTHER ‘CALM’ 

Hospital officials said the 
mother was ‘‘calm'' and in 
satisf actary condition after 
passing a troubled night. 

The babies were about two 
months premature. They were 
all born alive, but weighed only 
10 ounce* each and were only 
seven and a half inches long. 

After the birth at the private 
clinic, the infants were ru*ed 
to the huge government hospi¬ 
tal. Doctors pinned their hopes 
on saving the test of the 
octuplets, a boy. However, his 
tiny heart gave out at 6.50 a.m. 
PST. 

The births began around 7 
p.m. Friday and tested only 20 
minutes. 

Mi*. Sepulveda, who was born 


in Nuevo Laredo, has one other 
child, a three-year-aki boy. Her 
husband is a Mexico City 
clerical worker 

There are two other octuplet 
births listed in tfie Guinness 
Book of Records, but neither 
was confirmed. 

According to tfie Encyclopedia 
Bntarmiea, the odds against an 
octuplet birth are more than 20 
trillion to one. 

There were several septupiet 
births in recent history, but 
none of those children lived 
either. Women In Belgium and 
Sweden and Mrs. Sandra 
Cwiktelnik of Bo*ten gave birth 
to septupfets after reportedly 
taking fertility pilfe. 

Doctcea at the government 
hospital said Mrs. Sepulveda 
had not taken fertility pill*.

That it the advice from 
Courtenay school teacher and 
fishing guide A1 Limber, 

"The steelhead won’t stay 
in shallow water unless they 
have cover like rapids or 
dancing water,” he says. 

He uys dancing water, or 
wavelets on the surface often 
indicate a steHhead or trout 
Me by virtue of slower water. 

"You usually find the 
dancing water In an area 
three to six feet deep where 
there 1 * a deepe ni ng of toe 
water after a i ha Mows,” be 
•ays. 

Knotct Score 

We felt inclined to Ustan to 
Umber because we fltoed toe 
Puntledge River with him 
when he was toe first angler 
In the Courtenay Fish and 
Game dub Centenrdal Steel- 
head Derby to weigh In a 
limit catch. 

"Fish the slick* behind and 
beside big boulder*. Some¬ 
time* you get one in front, but 
generally in the slick water,” 
he says. 

If you fish with lures like 
Scotty Strawberry Spina or 
Spin 'n* G4os you have to be 
fast on the strike. "Hit as 
coon as the bobber dips,” he 
advise*. 

"But when I use gouf (me) 
I am usually stow on strik¬ 
ing." he explain*: 

"When the float bobber goes 
down and you strike quicldy 
you will spook the steelhead if 
you don't get it. But with roe 
when you let it Buck at the 
bait It will come back. I have 
had them come back five 
times. When you do set the 
hook, set it hard,” he says. 

Often Difficult 

He finds hooking a fish In a 
drift downstream from the 
angler is often difficult be¬ 
cause of lack of rod tip to 
float control. 

“I often lower toe rod tip 
reusing a belly in toe line. 
When a fito strikes it will pull 
toe bellied line to toe aide. 
The drag caused by the belly 
In the line wiH set toe hook." 
he says. 

Moat of the time Limber 
fishes with a Silex reel, super 
long rod and a bobber. “I 
have a preference for narrow, 
tapered cork floats,” he says. 
"They give a more natural 
drift. The faster water doesn't 
tend to drag the tapered float 
and create an unnatural 
drift,” he says. 

In roe fishing a natural drift 
la moot important, but with 
lures a drag wiH often give 
toe hire more action, especi¬ 
ally in slow water. 

More Natural 

'Tn roe the more natural 
toe drift the better," he 
explain*. 

"Sharp hooks are one-third 
of your succeas,” he main¬ 
tain,. 

Sometimes in slower water 
Limber will use a bigger float 
and put more weight on the 
ine, not to get it to toe 
bottom, but to slow the drift 


using toe power of toe rod to 
do the work.” be advise*. 

The longer toe rod toe 
better with a Silex. according 
to Limber who uses an 11- 
footer. but adviaes that any 
rod 9*4 feet to U feet it fine, 
according to personal prefer¬ 
ence. 

He likes strip-casting be¬ 
cause of toe control It affords.

Blackwood Convention 
a better way ta find out 
about aces than cue¬ 
bidding? Only if the 
answers to all these is 
“Yes,” should you go 
ahead. 

Applying this test, 
our guess ia that half 
the world's Blackwood 
bids need never be 
made at all. In which 
half are the following 
examples? 

Anaa am ta 
Bridge Qsli: 

a. Flee eluba. A slam 
try ia Justified, but 
after a two-ace re¬ 
sponse to four no 
trump. South would 
have no way of knowing 
whether thee were too 
many heart losers. 

Therefore it is better to 
cue - bid the club ace 
and let North be cap¬ 
tain. 

b. Four no trump. 

North's strong bid ' of 
three eluba pula the 
pair in the slam xnsw 
on general values. Also, 

South has a perfect fit 
with no wasted points 
In hearts- where North 
is expected to have a 
singleton — so we are 
prepared to contract 
for slam even if North 
has only one ace. 

c. Pass. In any situation where partner is evidently 
willing to settle for game, we should not try for slam un¬ 
less we have more strength than we have already shown. 

d. Four no trump. Over the inevitable five club re¬ 
sponse, we Intend to bid five no trump, guaranteeing that 
the team has four aces — a decision we cannot safely 
take from our side of the table. 

e. Four no trump. A takeout from three no trump into 
four of a minor is invariably a slam tiy, though possibly 
a mild one. South should reappraise his hand now that 
he knows North has ten or more cards in minor suits. 

f. Three diamonds. South holds enough for slam, but 

an immediate bid of four no trump would be a natural 
raise of no trump — not Blackwood. It is just poastble 
for two aces to be missing, so South should bid four no 
trump on the next round, passing if North responds five 
diamonds. *

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MERCHANT to GOVERNOR 


One of the gitmts of pro great in the hiatory of British Columbia teas cer- 
tainly the proprietor of the large business establishment at the southeast corner 
of Johnson and Government Streets. This large brick building housed innumer¬ 
able items of hardtcare , carriages , wagons , farm machinery of all kinds , as well 
as a large staff of employees. 

It was the business of E. G. Prior Sc Co, Ltd• 


Edward Gawler Prior, the presi¬ 
dent at the firm, waa a man of 
tremendous ability. It U when one is 
faced with the problem of ade¬ 
quately Interpreting the character c i 
a man of his standing, the influences 
he exerted for the good of the city, 
the province and the country as a 
whole, the honors he earned and 
deserved that one must pause and 
consider. For certainly the informa¬ 
tion available on the lUe of this man 
is suffteient to fill a book. 

But before we get Into the many 
faceted life of the boss it might be 
fun for us to see if wa remember 
some of the very large staff. Now 
don't think tor a minute that I 
remember all these people, for I 
don't, but I have had the good 
fortune to know one sr two people 
who were employed by this firm at 
that time. My. main, Duncan 
McTavish, foe ooe has told me of 
some weekend ffehtog trips that 
members at the staff took to Soofce 
Lake and I made note of these 
names. 

A very fuD notebook of conversa¬ 
tions with others has assisted In 
making this list which is far bom 
complete; Basil Prior, saw of the 
proprietor; the Schwengen boys, 
Conrad and Bsrnie; Conrad 
Schwengera went on to bead fee 
management in later yean and 
Be rale also held s place of 
importance in the firm. Both these 
men were good athletes, tennis 
especially, with Bende Juat a fait 
more so. 

Then them was Georgs T. 
Mitchell who travelled for the firm 
by horse and buggy all over the 
Island. Another traveller was E. D. 
Horsfall and still .another William 
Wain. 

Others i sans i Ulan ad i a e 1 u d « 
Harry Ives, Franck Howard, C. F. 
L. Marks, W. IL Large, Sidney 
Ford, John fetch, Norman Hocking, 
Harold Roberts, Ales lienagb, Tom 
Mason, Clifford Wilson and John 
Shaw. Ladies of the office stall 
included Lydia Nine, If. E. 
Ormiston and Nellie O'Rourke. 
These names will rrrafi memories to 
many readers. 

If I re member carsecOy Prior’s 
was the agents for timed monstrous 
Case tractors wdth the - enormous 
flywheel on the side from which the 
great wide leather hefts wore 
made and what s let of work they 
did. Of nium the modern farmer 
with all his pushbutton machines can 
do more work with three men than 
12 could do in the days of which we 
speak. 

I started out to teB toe story at 
Edward Gawler Prior, one of the 
original founders of the firm, but, as 
usual gof a bit side tracked. 

Born in DaBowgfll. York shi re, in 
1853. Edward Gawler Prior was the 
second son of the rector of the 
parish. Rev. Henry Prior. 

While a young man he served hie 
articles as a mining engineer and 
left England in 1873 to travel to 
Vancouver Island where he had been 
promised employment in, his profes¬ 
sion. * 

The trip across the United Statrt 
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was not without Interest for he 
carried a letter of introduction to 
non* other than Brigham Young, 
head of the Mormon Church. Prior 
stopped at Salt Lake City to present 
his letter and found tn Brigham 
Young an exceedingly busy man. He 
was very much engaged in the con¬ 
struction of the beautiful Mormon 
Temple for one thing and for another 
was building a fine borne to house 
Ms latest, and 19th wife, whom 
be had recently taken unto himself. 

What a Miocker It must have 
bees for a young man of 20 to find a 
man with 19 wives as hte host 

Ffcom Salt Lake City he travelled 
to San Franokco and there took 
passage on the finest steamer an the 
Pacific Coast, the Prince Alfred, to 
Victoria. As travelling companions 
from San Francisco he had Jimmy 
Raymur, later the very respected 
water commissioner for Victoria and 
■til] Isler the city treaamr, and 
another gentleman by the ame at 
Richard Jones, who would later be 
my ancle thro u gh marriage with my 
aunt Helen Mount. Dick Janes 
became ton eoleetor at Inland 
rrws s us at Victoria.

and is now occupied by a w ell k nown 
office supply house, was built. 

There was too much in this 
man's life to go into great detail 
here and much has already been 
written. Let it auffice to say that be 
was elected to the provincial legisla¬ 
ture and served as a member in 
1888 to 1888. In the latter year, 
owing to the resignation of Noah 
Shakespeare as the Victoria member 
at the House of Commons (to 
become postmaster for Victoria) 
Mr. Prior was prevailed igxn by a 
grcaip of electors to resign Ms 
provincial neat and on the same day 
was elected by acclimation to the 
House of Commons. He was re¬ 
elected to 1*91 and 1*98- He served 
as controller at inland revenue and 
was in the cabinet of both Sir 
Mackenzie Bowel] and Sir Charles 
Tupper. As a cabinet minister be 
became a privy councillor. 

Always in term ted in military he 
was a member of the 5th Regiment 
of Canadian Artificer and to Ufi 
waa ap pointed to the anramawd at 
the regiment with the rank ef 
Heutaaant-ooianri. boidteg fea com¬ 
mand until UBC. Durtog tteb paid 
he waa as honorary aide da camp tn 
G o ve r nors General of Canada, land 
Stanley and the Eari of Aberdeen.

It wo* of courge for pleasure, 
not profit, that 30 yearn ago the 
CUtrk family roamed these coastal 


totUerwmys in a 32-foot trailer. 


Dubbed gas boating r as opposed to 
power boating or yachting, it 
served to acquaint us with m lot of 
interesting people , mostly farm¬ 
ers , loggers and fishermen, who 


tcere either Occidental , Oriental or 
in between. 


It *8* in Brentwood Bay, on ane at ih— 
holiday excursions that I picked up farisf 
acquaintance with Frank . Fredetla, a retired 
seafarer who Heed aa a doubl e -ender called the 
Hubby. Hi* aaaociatlon with the tea waa 
Immediately obvious, from the neat way he bnek- 
spliced a rope's end, and the way he handled a 
skiff. I also found out he wea a shipwright fay 
trade, and in odd moments, dangling our fset 
over the sun glinting tide, he gave me hint of Ms 
Bi a-jjoinfi days. 

Thus the chance meeting, and our paths 
didn't cross again until about a week ago when be 
phoned to ask if 1 had a picture of the Puahn. 1 
Just happened tn have one, and when I gave It to 
him the next day at 331 Michigan, I waa sort of 
curious to know his interest in Hell Fire, 
Pedersen's ship; the Ill-omened barquentine that 
hit the headlines from coast to coast back in 1919. 

Frank told me he had served on Its slater ship, 
the Ralph, where he too had had a touch of the 
bu<ko performance at the hands of an ex-Pualso 
mate, a big rawboned bully called Hansen. 

To give some Idea of life on the ocean wave 
In one of Mr. Rotph's ships I who happened also to 
be mayor of San Francisco) let me Introduce you 
to Capt. Adolph Pederaen, whom I met briefly ia 
provincial police headquarters ia Bastion Square 
buck in 1918. He had oome in to report three 
deserters from his ship, the Puako. He was of 
medium build, quiet spoken, with ice blue eyes 
and mouse-colored hair. Dressed in a shiny blue 
suit, with Christy stiff, he looked lor aD the world 
like a character from the pages of V. W Jacobs, 
lie showed me pictures and descriptions at toe 
missing crewmen, who were probably lying law in 
the bush back of Millstream. I don’t think they 
ever did turn up. Anyway he Ik red three replace¬ 
ments and the Puako was towed out to Flattery 
by the tug Clayburn. and started her voyage to 
Cape Town. Aa I r e member k die had a load of 
lumber from Hastings MilL 

Lucky were the three who Jumped ship, for 
after months of voyaging when tbs Puako flashy 
put In at New York, the crew had a wild, kw 
raising tale to unfold b e to re tbs UJi. shipping 
commissioner. 

Apparently Adolph was hell on wheels wh en It 
came to straitening up a crew, though on this 
occasion most of the muscle was su p plied by his 
s<ats, Leonard and Adulph, Jr., his fisat and 
second mates. 

Seems that not a day passed on the voyage 
without somebody getting knocked down, and 
black eyes were aa common as currants in a duff. 
Finally the cook tried to poison toe skipper by 
putting ground glass in his waffles. With the first 
crunch at glass, skipper Adolph made tor the 
galley and the conk as the saying goes, never 
knew what struck him. 

Later this same unforfcmate galley slave, 
after suffering repeated beatings from the mates, 
fled from further molestation, clear over the side. 
Pedersen ignored his going, so the cook drowned. 

The Pedersen boys, who frequently wove 
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brass knuckles, vented their specks! vile on a 
Itsalsk seaman called Oscar Hansen, who was aot 
sniy union minded but, it was said, had anoe been 
• ate saber af the I.W.W. 


This svas the era when the American public 
terrif i e d of an apparent world-wide swtog to the 
left, really fought the class wsr. In fact It was 
only 12 months after the Puako affair that Sacco 
and Vanzetti were bustled to tbs gallows. 

Aa I say. Hansen the Dane had some Ideas 
about seamen's, rights under the shipping laws, 
but when he voiced them he not only got a 
beating, hut got locked in a paint locker without 
load or vsIit for a week) When he was taken 
out, he got another doss of the brass knuckles, 
after which crewmen vowed he was unrecogniz¬ 
able. To avoid further punishment Hansen too 
staggered blindly to toe rail and went overboard. 
The Pedersen's sardonically watched him go. A 
faint frothy disturbance in the slate grey wake, 
sh o wed that for a few minutes the Dane was 
clinging to toe log link. "Shall I turn about?" 
asked the man a* the wheel. 

“Stay on your course," snapped Pederaen, as 
be turned <m bis had and went into his cabin. 

Curiously enough, there wss a time in his 
earner when "HeB Fire’* Pedersen had clung to a 
log Hne, and been rescued. Hie rescuer was one 
Capt. Agar, who gave this evidence at the trial. 

Despite the shocking testimony of a dozen 
witnesses at the New York trial. It took the Jury 
Just Id minutes to declare the Pedersens, father 
and sona: -Not guilty." Minutes later, free as 
toe air, they walked out Into Canal Street.

It was while the famous trial was unfold tog ia 
a New Task courtroom that Frank Fredette 
si gn ed on aa carpenter on the Roiph, then loadtog 
lumber at Doflartan. Ia thorn days there was no 
settlement there. Just a mffl. The loading too, 
Frank told me, waa done much more leisuroly 
than It is today. 

The next day a gasboat came up the inlet, 
sasd a big, hardfaced character climbed aboard tn 
introduce himself as Hansen, the new 1st officer. 

Says Frank, in retrospect: "He waa a huge 
man, with scars all over his close cropped head. 
He told me to pick up a couple of kegs of nails 
from the knmch and faring them to his cabin. I 
thought It a fait queer, for nails usually go In toe 
pkaeroottL* 

"Anyway I brought up toe kegs," Frank went 
on, "and I noticed when he was hanging up Ns 
coat, he also pulled a .38 revolver from his hip 
pocket and threw it on his bunk. He told me to go

and get a hammer, and when I brought M I 
knocked toe head off one of the kegs . . . and 
pulled out about eight bottles nf rum. It was 
prohibition in those days, r» mem ter He promptly 
pulled the oork on a bottle and poured himself a 
hefty slug." 

“I asked him what the gun waa for, and hs 
said he always carried one. He told me a 
rambling story of haring to take a Jap to the 
Immigration shed from his last ship, the Puako, 
"and how he waa hoping the Jap would make a 
run for it He said hr would like to drop him. Just 
to see him fall." 

To the wandering FredeMe this was strange 
talk; especially when Hansen went on to 
boast rf sB the policemen he had battled with. He 
even produced a collection at button*, badges and 
belt buckle* aa trophies of these encounters. 

It was a day or ao later that the new first 
officer decided to speed up the loading and If 
Frank's swprise , appeared on deck with S 
cutlass! After a few wild injunction! and wilder 
wsvea of the weapon, toe longshoremen quit In a 
butty. 

"I guess,** said Frank, "snmetw spread to* 
wutd, for in about an hour a couple rt North 
Vancouver policemen appeared on motorcycles, 
one with a sidecar."

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When Jason and his Argonauts 
tet Bail from lolcos, some 3,000 
years ago, in quest of the golden 
fleece, there mmm on hoard the Argo 
one Butes of Athens, a priest of 
the Goddess Athena, and the most 
famous bee-master lit Greece. 
Butes i«« a mild and amiable man 
and he loved his bees above all 
things . He wore only white as he 
imagined that this had a soothing 
effect on the insects. 

He carried with him a Jar of Hymettas honey 
•nd he invited hie companion* to dip their fingers 
and taste. When they cried out in admiration ha 

delivered a lecture on bee-keeping and promised, 
when the voyage was over, that each one should 
receive swarm of bees ao that he need no longer 
be dependent on chance discovery of wild honey 
In rock clefts or hollow trees. 

"I do not scorn wild honey,” he said, and 
described how he would wait on one side of a 
flowery field until a bee laden with honey made 
towards its nest, lie then stepped behind It and 


used by the bees mainly for rearing brood. The 
maple and dandelion come mid-April and in a 
warm spring these two supply a considerable 
surplus of honey. 

Early. in May at least half the hives are 
trucked to the logged off slashings at Copper 


pale golden liquid of a distinctive flavor Tb# 
fireweed is. in fact, the main source ot honej >n» 
Vancouver Island. 

The scarlet huckleberry, wish its tiny green 
and peach-colored flowers. Is an astounding honey 
plant also, when weather permits. Owing tf» 
changes In the nature of logging a new honey 
plant la making'Atsolf known. This is called by 
some wild lettuce, a member pf the sunflower 
family. It produces a dark tlx may of a partu'u'arty 
fine flavor. 

Turing this period the other hives age si>13 in 
the lowlands, gathering their: h>ney from fie 
arbutus, hawthorn, snowberry. vetch, clover, 
small fruits and fruit trees. What is n-.re 
important they are pollinating the larger pai f 
Saanich's and Duncan's fruit and holly crops. The 
B.C. department of agriculture has this' to <-,.y 
about pollination: , 

1 "Beekeepers through their bees hold the „ *y 
to the moat important single factor relating to 
our high standatd of living on this continent By 
this we mean the pollination value of bees 

"Very few people realize that the hon-.v !*■<*, 
through Its pollination contribution, is largely 
responsible far most fruits and vegetables i:«) per 
cent! and approximately the same in the 
production of legumes. Legumes are vitally 
necessary for putting soil fertility back into the 
soil" and through crop rotation makes it possible 
for the growing of self-pollination eng*. T uj 
means that legumes are largely responsible for 
the feeding of all livestock and production of such 
vitally necessary foods as meat, milk, cheese. 

“Hypothetically speaking, if every boeke—er 
decided, on a given date, to kill off his bees, we 
might therefore assume that in approximately |0 
years there would be practically no more beef, 
park, milk, cheese and certainly iw fruits and 
vegetables. This would mean the reduction of nor, 
standard of living to the level of a meagre 
subsistence, such as prevails in Chinn

laid out its course with sticks, for bees fly ex¬ 
actly straight for their homeward journey. When 
another bee, from another aide of the clearing, 
aet off for home, he would stake out Its course hi 
a similar way and near the point of intersection 
of the two lines he would find bees flying from all 
dfeectiona and soon he would, find the neat. 

How strange it Is that in a somwhat slmDar 
manner Charles Warren and hie wife Babe, of 
Victoria, became interested in the honey harvest. 
They were gathering blackberries one hot 
summer’s day at Sooke. for the time of year 
there was an abundance of blossom and much bee 
activity and the Warrens wondered how one 
would go about finding the honey which mist be 
somewhere in the vicinity. 

Like Butes, so long ago, they followed die 
bees and found the honey tree, a hemlock. In the 
autumn of the year Charlie went back to the spot 
and got the bees and the comb. 

They started their first hive in the backyard 
and the following spring purchased four more 
from a Saanich beekeeper. In the summer they 
took their hives out to ttie Pendray farm at 
Lakehlil. Wlien the beekeeper, Mr. Curtis of 
Saanich, died, they obtained 40 more hives and an 
e* tractor. 

Charles Warren, a native Victorian, Is the 
■on of Mr. and Mrs. E. C. Warren. His father 
was reeve of Saanich for many years and his 
grandfather. J. J. Pendray, was one of the 
pioneer farmers in the Lakehill district and the 
farm is still owned and operated by the family. 
Babe Warren, too, is a native Victorian and was 
for some years a stenographer with Great West 
Life 

The Warrens now have 1,000 hives and their 
life is a busy and rewarding one. In the early 
spring when the bees are wintering in the areas 
from Saanich to Duncan, the willow, alder, and 
hazelnut arc the chief sources of honey and this is 


Canyon, at the headwaters of the Chemainus 
River, to Jordan and Robertson Rivers, Len’s 
Creek, and Harris and Sutton Creeks, an area 
covering some 30 square miles. 

Fireweed is the major source of honey in the 
slashings, but there are many others. The 
fireweed, says Charlie Warren, la a plant which is 
nature's first defence against erosion and leeching 
of valuable soils after a forest fire. It builds up 
humus by root growth and very heavy stalk and 
leaf growth which die down each year. It grows 
wherever there has been a Are throughout the 
whole northern hemisphere. The honey is a dick,

Fame , ice know, is a fickle 
mistress , but surely more casual 
than usual has been her treatment 
of the man who 'raised the flag and 
took possession of the British Co- 
lumbia coast for Britain in 1786, 
The exploits of Captain Cook , who 
preceded him and of Captain Van¬ 
couver 9 who followed him , are 
well known , but how many have 
even heard the name of James 
Charles Stuart Strange? 

Strange acquired bis Christa In names in a 
rattier romantic way. Hi* father, Sir Robert 
Strange, the great Scottish engraver, fell in Iqye 
in his youth with Isabella Eumisden, the daughter 
of a family famous for (heir support of the Stuarts 
Isabella would only consent to marry Robert 
Strange if he, too, would promise to support the 
Stuart cause. This he did, eventually joining the 
army of the Pretender. 

After the Battle of Culloden he fled to the 
home of his lady love, and when the enemy troopa 
arrived to search ttie castle, Robert hid himself 
under die hooped skirts of Isabella, who sat 
quietly knitting and singing to herself, while the 
soldiers milled around her After their marriage, 
when their first child was born, the prince 
himself, Bonnie Prince Charlie, became the 
baby's godfather and gave him his names. 

With such a background, James Charles 
Stuart Strange could hardly have been less than 
romantic hi temperament, and he certainly 
preved himself adyenturous in action. He was a 
handsome man, like all his family. In a letter to a 
friend his mother. Lady Strange, wrote of her 
children: "May God make them all good, for you 
see, I have made them all Bonnie." 

The Strange family spent a good deal of their 
time in London, and when he was still a very 
little boy James had a terrifying experience: He 
was kidnapped. He simply disappeared and for 
some days no trace of him oould be found. n»en, 
by a curious chance, as his captor was carrying 
him across London Bridge bidden in a basket, the 
child saw a gentleman whom he knew. He called 
desperately to him, but I he man did not recognise 
him. as the kidnapper had cut off his curls. 

Looking more closely though, as the child 
continued to call and Implore for help, he saw 
that this was really little Jamie Strange, so he 
was rescued and returned to his home. 

James Strange, who was educated for the 
Indian civil service, was tor some years a writer 
for the East Indian company. In 1776 he was 
promoted to the rather mysterious but pleasant- 
sounding position of Under Searcher of the Sea 
Gate. 

In 1780. returning to England on sick leave, 
on the long journey home he read Captain Cook's 
account of Ms voyage to the west coast of 
America just two years before. He was fascinated 
by the tale; so much so that he decided to make 
an expedition there himself, and on his return to 
India he laid a proposition before the East India 
Company for the outfitting of such afl expedition. 

If the company would supply men, guns, ships 
and ammunition, he. Strange, would put up 18,000 
pnuhds. With the details of the "agreement settled, 
James Strange sailed from India for the west 
coast of North America on Dec. 1. 1785. He says 
in his iournal that the expedition has "as its ■’ 
object, not only that great source of wealth, 
commerce, but point* likewise to discovery.” 

Stopping en route at Batavia in order to get 
supplies and various articles for trade with the 
Indians, he stayed the first night in a small inn. 
One can imagine his feelings in the morning when 
a fellow traveller remarked calmly to him that 
"seven corpses had been taken from that bed in 
the last three weeks, and It still unalred!" 

He says in his diary that for his remaining 
nights at that inn, he “took up his lodgings on a 
billiard table.” Batavia had such an unhealthy 
reputation at that time that its hotels were known 
at Tavern Sepulchers. 

But Strange was lucky, and he sailed from 
Batavia in February with himself and the crews 
of his two rfaps Expedition and Captain Cook aJI

In good health. But it was not long before most of 
them were suffering from ague, fever and scurvy, 
diseases which were to haunt them for the rest of 
their journey. 

They made an uneventful crossing of the 
Pacific, rather to Strange's disappointment; he 
was looking for adventure! As they drew near the 
coast sf No, to America, Strange offered a gallon 
of liquor to the first man to sight land. "This 
offer excited manv to go,aloft who had never 
been ip there before." 

His first sight of land in June 1786 wa* one of 
"high hills, which at the sun shone on them, 
made a most beautiful and majestic appearance." 
Could toese have been the Olympics? 


TTie two ships were surrounded at once by 
friendly India/ts in canoes laden with fish. These 
were very welcome, as the ship's crews were 
starving tor fresh food. Strange bought all he 
could tor his invalids who, "would hardly give 
time lor It to be heated through before 
swallowing it." 

Refreshed and fortified, they set sail again 
and three days brought them to their destination, 
Friendly Harbor. 

Strange wa* received with gr?at warmth by 
the Indians, and walking through the village he 
wa* invited Into every house be passed. But the 
dirt wa* too much for him. 

Looking tor some sort of shelter lor his 
invalids. Strange found a “substantial structure of 
six togs." each of which were “sufficient in length 
and thickness to make a main mast for the 
largest 74-gun ship in the British Navy. This 
house coat one shilling in trade and was the first 
purchase of any property by a white man on this 
Pacific coast. 

Strange, an energetic man himself, believed 
in excercise for others, and soon had his invalid* 
out locking for wild berries, fruits and greens, 
and a* their health improved he gave them seeds 
and garden tools and set them to work digging 
and planting. 

So in Nootka in 1786 the first white man’s 
garden was planted on the Pacific Coast. While 
the men worked in the garden. Strange wa* busy 
buying what he called and spelled in the Scotch 
manner "funr" He had ume other delightful 
way* or spelling "’breeses” and “smoak” and 
Pacific with a "k" oti the end of ft. The otter 
skins he bought from the Indians he found even 
dirtier than they were, and he spent many 
miserable days cleaning them of Insects and lice 
of all descriptions. 

He said he had been prepared “to give up the 
delights of home and society, and the sweets of 
family life, but had never expected to have to do 
such continual bodily labor at such a disgusting 
Job." 

Strange was so poorly impressed with the 
Nootka Indians that "he doubted there could be 
any person In the world curious enough to want to 
know anything about them," but just In case 
there should be, when he was preparing to sail

again, he decided to leave one of his men behind 
him as an observer, and a young Doctor McKay, 
the surgeoo on the Expedition, volunteered to 
stay for one year at Nootka. 

McKay was to live with the great Chief Ma- 
quilla, with whom he was on very good terms as 
he had cured one of his children of scabies. 
Strange left McKay with plenly of flannels, 
blankets and white man's food, which luckily the 
Indians did not like. He also bargained with 
MnqulDa tor ”m plot of land to be alloied to 
gardening and agriculture" and left "a great 
variety of seeds and instruments ><f husbandry 
and a pair of goats." 1 • 

Under these rather peculiar t jm umetanfea. 


Doctor McKay may be said to have been the first, 
settler, stock raiser and gardener on the B.C. 
coast 

McKay kept a diary we know, for it was seen 
and remarked upon by a John Metros, a fur 
trader, but it unfortunately disappeared and it ia 
supposed that it was kept by Meares. who had a 
reputation tor keeping things that did not belong 
to him! 

In spite of Strange's loathing of their dirt, 
there were some things about the Nnotka Indiana 
that he admired; their love and attachment to 
each other, their friendliness and the virtue of 
their women. Rather comically though, lie says he 
dreaded the sight of a woman when he was 
trying to do business. It always meant tost he 
paid at least three times as much for his skins! 

Strange seems to have settled ihe much 
debated question as to whether the west coast 
Indians wrre ever cannibals. He lelh us that toe 
great brave ClamaU one day produced from a 
basket that he was carrying, a human head and 
three hands, and offered them to him. In order to 
find out more about the Indian habits in this 
regard. Strange asked what he was supposed to 
do with them and Clamata replied thal they wera 
good to eat and proceeded to demonstrate! When 
Strange showed his horror and disgust, Clamata 
explained "it was only the hand of an enemy 
that he was eating!" 

In the short time that he was at Nootka, 
Strange added several hundred words to Captain 
Cook’s vocabulary of the west coast Indians. 

Saying farewell to McKay, after sailing for 
four days the Expedition arrived in the district of 
Cape Scott. After exploring many of the inlets 
and channels in his long-boat he landed on a 
sandy beach and i|i his diary says: "I took 
possession of the country anti the Bay in toe 
name of His Brittanic Majesly, which I did in the 
usual way, hoisting the flag and turning the turf." 
He spent many dangerous days in those then 
uncharted tide rips. Landing In Goletas Strait, 
from a high hill which he climbed the saw before 
him a great channel. To leave this unexplored 
caused him "great uneasiness.” But before 
leaving he again displayed the flag and took 
possession of the Channel for The King. That 
sound, which to him "far surpassed in beauty and

extent any other channel yet discovered on the 
coa^t," he named Queen Charlotte Sound. 

Before leaving this coast Strange, and here I 
quote his journal: "Left many testimonials behind 
me of our having visited and tsken possession of 
this pert of the coast. In the body of a tree 
opposite one of the Indian huts I cut a deep hole 
In which I placed copper, iron and beads besides 
leaving the names of our ships and the dates of 
our discoveries." He then sailed, in August 1786, 
into Prince William Sound where, rather 
curiously, be found the Indians there to be just 
th« opposite to what they had appeared to 
" ‘t. To Cook, they had appeared 


Captain Cook, 
masterful and strong, to Strange they were shy 
and distrustful, byt much finer artists, he 
thought, than the Nootftaa, excelling them In the 
execution and variety of their crafts. Sailing 
semes the Pacific to Mama he found a very poor 
market for his fun, which meant a great 
financial loos to him and to the expedition. 

It Is a curious thing that the fate that brought 
James Strange to the far west coast of America 
In those far-away days, took his only brother at 
the same time to the eastern coast of the 
continent. In 17t» Andrew Strange was appointed 
Chief Justice of Nova Scotia and served there in 
that capacity tor three years. And Is it not even 
more curious than 150 years later one of the most 
beautiful gardens on this island was made by one 
at his descendenls? S’rangewood, on the Saanich 
Peninsula was planned and planted by Mrs. Lois 
Macmullen and named after her ancestor, the 
man who was responsible for the first garden in 
British Columbia.

nominating Roscoe, said he wag not a politician, 
but a man of good common tense, thoroughly 
educated and honest. 

"Mr. Roscoe would favor and advocate 
reciprocity with the United States, by means d 
which our coal, lumber, fish and other products 
wiH be admitted there duty free, and give an 
Immense stimulus to all these Industries in 
British Columbia.” 

Mr. Roscoe waa a popular, dehoniar figure in 
Victoria. He lived in a big farm home out on the 
Fairfield Road, just about at the corner at 
Memorial Crescent of today. It was a long way 
out, but Mr. and Mrs. Roscoe frequently 
entertained all the beat people in Victoria. 

That night at Philharmonic Hall, Roscoe, said 
Iha entente!, "was received with much enlhu- 
aUsm H elected, Mr. Roscoe said: 1 shall enter 
the House of Commons at an independent man.* 
Mark Twain tells a good story of Mi experience 
as a candidate for public office. He says that 
before he was nominated he was considered a 
very respectable fellow; but after his name was 
put up he was called a forger, a horse thief, a 
convict and the murderer nf his grandmother. It 
is turning out the same way for him.” 

It was a hot campaign, and what happened? 
The Standard’s Mr. de Cosmos beat The 
Oatentet’a Mr. Roscoe, though both were elected, 
de Cosmos four votes ahead of Roscoe, and so the 
senior of the two. 

The Onfeoist pretty well dismissed the whole 
■ad and aerry affair: 'They were declared duly 
elected, amidst mingled cheers and groans. Mr. 
de Cosmos made a few remarks in which he 
stated that he was glad to have Mr. Roscoe as a 
oolleage. Mr. Roscoe said he would be frank and 
■ay that he was sorry not to have Mr. Morton as 
his oolleage. 

“Mr. de Cosmos was subsequently escorted to 
his boms by about 150 men and boys, bearing 
torches, and headed by Schaffer's Band. 

"After disposing of ‘the gifted and the genial' 
tie crowd went to the house of the attorney- 
general (G. A. Walkem) and cheered, whereupon 
that official ‘stood Sam’ at the Colonial.”

"A-procession of over 1,000 persons, including

the town. 

“The procession marched through the princi¬ 
pal streets, headed by a fine brans band, and 
accompanied by 75 to 100 torch-bearers. The 
•beering was most Intense, as were the groaning 
*nd the hissing for the opposition, 

“Mr. de Cosmos was mounted on a wagon 
draqpi by about 50 citizens — on arriving at his 
residence on Rae Street he addressed the 
electors, and was continually interrupted by loud 
applause. 

"After this Mr. de Cosmos, amidst over¬ 
whelming congratulations, retired and the proces- 
* lon proceeded by torchlight to the residences ol

What Became of the Pilchards? 


By T. W. PATERSON 


Star of this marine mystery is the pilchard (sor¬ 
dino ps caerulet). **A moderate-sized fish of the her¬ 
ring family,** says a department of fisheries fact sheet , 
**it can be told from the herring by its rounded body 
form (it is nearly round In cross-section whereas a 
herring is considerably flattened), by the dark spots 
on the back and sides , by the fine radiating ridges on 
the gill cover, and by the small flaps on the tail.

B.C. fishermen needed no 
prompting 

The next three years were 
reminiscent of the gold stampedes 
which opened B.C 'a hinterland a 
century before; X pilchard reduc¬ 
tion plants — coating up to 1350,100 
each — bkmoraed tn the hundred- 
odd miles between Kyuquot and 
Barkley Sowd! A this is ami men 
operated the buay plank and more 
than 200 seiners, tags and scows 
during the 4 Mi-month season. 

Sites for the redootion plants had 
been at a premiw. Major Nicholson 
recalls. Prime requisite, were “good 
penetration for pile-driving, ■ belter 
for boato and docks, and ahnre a 
plentiful water supply. Construction 
news could ask any price for their 
hire Victuria and Vancouver ship¬ 
yards worked night and day building 
aelne boats and scows, while fishing 
com paries vied with one another in 
a mad scramble to due up la 
greater bulk." 

Shipping companies cashed in an 
the boom, profiting tram m swelling 
n e ad tar coasts! freighters and 
tankers to handle the products and 
supply the mushrooming settle¬ 
ments. California canntog interests 
made their pDe by providing the 
expensive processing equipment. 

Pilchard, and to a laser degree, 
herring were so highly prized 
because of the many commercial 
uses. Their abnormally rich oil was 
utilized in everything from salad 
dressing to paint, the meal going 
into animal foods and fertilizers. 
Five per cent of the Canadian catch 
was canned. Originally sold in pound 
cans as salted fillets, It became 
more popular to shopping house¬ 
wives when induced in oval cans In 
tomato sauee. The oil and mead was 
obtained by conking and pressing the 
fish to separate solid from liquid 
and drying the flesh for meal, the 
liquid being allowed to settle (centri¬ 
fuged) to segregate the oil. 

Usually a 70-foot seiner would 
work bi company of a tender, the 
former carrying seven men, the 
latter five. Once a school of pilchard 
had been sighted; by a “discolored 
area on the sea surface with 
occasional flipping Individuals,” the 
seiner would encircle the school with 
Its net. Twelve hundred feet long 
and more than 130 feet deep, the 
purse seine would have one edge 


supported by floats, the other 
weighted by lead. A cable running 
along the leadline would draw the 
net closed, the catch then being 
dumped to to the tender’s yawning 
bold. Tha biggest catches were 
made to mid-Augmt, 

Minions of the valuable pilchard 
were hauled, squirming, into the 
seiners' nets, to be hustled ashore 
by scow, that first three year*. Then 
this unusual visitor from the south 
offered his first surprise: From his 
favorite sheltered waters, Kyuquot. 
Nootka, Clayoquet and Barkley 
Bounds, the pDchard moved out — a 
long way out. 

Thte dramatic change in habit 
caused the fishermen no little 
confusion at first, not to mention 
expense. The smaller seiners which 
had reaped such rich harvests in the 
inlets could 1 not brave the heavy 
swells of open sea. Nor could the 
flat-bottomed scows. This meant 
bigger seiners and modern 10 d-<on 
packers. 

Consequently, the smaller plants 
could not compete. Within 15 years, 
18 had closed shop. The surviving 
giants had but a few seasons left. 

"The season usually lasted 
throughout July. August, September 
and well Into October if weather 
conditions remained favorable,” 
■ays Nicholson. ’"Hie fishermen then 
turned their attention to herring, 
which were also processed into meal 
and oil to addition to being canned. 
A single catch (or set. In fisher¬ 
man's language) by one boat usually 


■'Suddenly," writes George 
Nicholson in Vswwver lutsad’i 
West c«at, "the waters adjacent to 
the west coast of Vancouver Island 
appeared to be literally alive with 
them; schools acre* In rttent were 
frequently observed. 

"For years previously the sardine 
Industry un the California coast bad 
been in full swing. A percentage of 
the catch, by U S. law, had to be 
canned for human consumption, the 
balance processed info meal and oil. 
Coincidentally with an Increased 
demand for these latter products for 
agriculture and manufacturing pur¬ 
poses. it was discovered that the 
pilchard found off our coast was the 
same fish, only considerably larger. 
Al*o. that grown to maturity, its ofl 
content was far greater in propor-

"Pilchards are dark steely bh» 
above and silvery below, with A 
yellowish sheen around the head in 
fresh sjtecimens. In general, the 
pilchard* taken by the Canadian 
fishery are larger than herrings. 
Nearly all pilchards taken In Canada 
are more ihan nine inches long and 
individuals over 11 inches are not 


uncommon. 


“Feeding principally on diatom*, 
small plants which float freely to tha 
sea, and copepotk. small shrimp-lltai 
crustaceans, which they sieve from 
the water through numerous long 
gill rakers, the pilchard _ to a 
wanderer. From their tonne* 
S|«wning grounds 200 miles off 
southern California, each stamner 
young pilcharxk would " rtisk short 
migralions north - . ■ and south 
again to the autuma. Older one* 
make longer trip# and the oldest and 
largest pilchartk travel north to 
B.C. in the su mm er and back to 
California to the autumn.” A 
pilchard would be four ur five yean 
old when he paid his ma Idea vUt to 
our waters. (The fact sheet*! age 
can be seen by its use of present 
tense.) 


Pilchard first appeared to abund¬ 
ance off B.C. in 1925, sparking the 
greatest surge the Paeific fishing 
industry has ever experience. At 
early as 1917. at least one cannery 
had experimentally packed several 
thousand cases, only to baoome 
discouraged when the new product 
failed to sett. 


averaged from 50 to 300 tmu, but 
acts of 500 tans were occasionally 
made by one boat. 


"In the latter ease several other 
boats would go to her assistance, all 
sharing the catch. One boat's catch 
lor the se as o n averaged around 3.5M 
tons. When all 25 plants were In 
operation considerably more than 
100,000 tons of pilchards would be 
the average season's overall catch. 
Fishermen were paid on a tonnage 
bask, shared equally by the various 
crew*, with the skippers receiving 
an additional bonus. With the fish In 
good condition, 45 gallons of oil was 
obtained from one ton of pilchards. ” 

Then ... the pilchard was gone. 
After a fairly light harvest to 1944, 
15,000 tons, fishermen re'urned to 
port again and again, having tailed 
a* far south as Oregon, with light nr 
empty holds. In 1949 only 87 tons of 
meal were produced. It was not 
enough; the last reduction plants 
closed, a 12.000,000 industry was 
dead. 


In California, It was the same. 
Ghoat fleets lay sadly at their 
moorings, never again to sail after 
the identifying splash of pilchard. 


Where did the pilchard go? 
Biologists have come up with 
several theories, but few solid 
answers. It Is known that he k to 
be found today In Hie warm water* 
off Mexico, Chile, Japan, Australia. 
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In (.:iii:hLi of a hundred years ago life was simples: medicinal plants or their proi 
uets. Herbalist healers practised their trade in every rural district. Part of their lor© 
came from the Indians, part of it through watching animals—whose instincts told them 
what to eat and what to avoid. Most of it had come down from the writings of <«reeian 
and Roman doctors through the British herbalists Gerarde. (lulpeper, Parkinson and 
many others. 


From the time ('hristianity nr- 
fired in En ft land' up until the 
Reformation , etwh abbey and 
monastery had its herb garden in 
charge of jhe Horan lulus. There 
teas also the Infirmarian , who 
headed the hospiud and had his 
own special medicinal herb plot. 
Many wild plants of modern Bri¬ 
tain originated in these Physic 
Gardens . Some of them were 
brought to this continent by our 
pioneers. Seeds from others were 
carnal acculentally in shipments 
of food or settlers' effects. 

When the mmurfnief acre dissolved (he 
housewife took over their herbal work and 
labored in her stillruom, distilling oil* from plants 
gathered in her garden. Some uf her “receipts" 
came from the writings of the herbalists, some 
ware tier own discovery. It was also important 
to know how und when to gather the simples. The 
"Gardener's Kaicndar" gives a list at 181 
medicinal plants to be picked in June alone. Even 
la December there are IS different root# to be 
odlecled and this month, March, has 41. Each 
one of the whole year's plants must also be 
gathered “at the full ot the moon, when the sun 
shineih before noon." In England or on the BC 
coast this would have its difficulties in winter. I 
css remember a year when the sun did not shine 
during even one full moon. 

These recipe bonks were passed an from 
mother to daughter and many of them eventually 
arrived in Canada. My own family has one. My 
ancestors who compiled it believed that “the Load 
hath created medicines out of the earth, and he 
that Is wise will not abhor them" 1 must be very 
wise indeed, in that respect, far I am thankful 
daily fur the drug store I have all around me. 
Especially after a mild winter like this one, when 
human and plant bugs are rampant 

Camomile, elderflower, ginger root, lobelia 
aad yarrow will help me perspire If I need to. 
Licorice, maidenhair fern, yellow arum and wild 
cherry bark are good far colds, coughs and what 
I used to call "brown kitties" as a child. Licorice 
Is an ancient remedy and some of It was found in 
the 3,900-year-old tomb of King Tut-Ankh-Amen at 
Egypt. You'll be glad to hear that couch grass Is 
food for something besides driving gardeners 
“■azy. It soothes a sore- throat and so don 
aolmnon's seal: Yarroy, camomile and yellow 
arum are also sedatives; as are catnip, skullcap 
•od valerian. ITwrc are more than twice as may 
stimulants as relaxant* in plant medicine. 

Evidently our ancestors didn't need calming 
dmvn as much as we do, for a number o# 
•edstive* though mentioned were not generally

used. WinlergreoVi, vervain, goldenrod, hyssop 
and ginger root are the only ones I’ve tested. 

For cuts I've tried flea bane. Oregon grape, 
horsetail grass, plantain leaves, heal all and 
found them excellent. The last-named, when 
crushed and mixed with grease to form an 
ointment is good for bruises and sores of all 
kinds. The flowers of elder, mixed with oil, blend 
into a cooling salve for the burns and ruts 
received in this hot and hurried world. Achilles 
used yarrow (Achillea millefolium) to heal the 
wound of his warriors at the seige of Troy. 
Through the ages it has figured In folklore as a 
cure for everything from lovesickness to 
toothache, but it took the convivial Swedes 'to find 
In It a substitute for hops. 

Another Greek namesake is often found 
growing beside farrow wild mint,, named after a 
njmpth Meniha, wbo was fabled to Have been 
changed Into that plant. The pioneers made tonic 
peppermint tea from mint leaves, as I do also. 
'Oil is extracted from them commercially now*. 
The delicate green liquid In a pale yellow cup 
never falls to bring spring to my table. Two

summers ago three strangers dropped in to see 
me, but we weren't strangers long. Not after I 
discovered there was mint tea in the vacuum 
bottle they carried with them and they saw my 
Jars of Labrador, ffreweed. camomile, sage 
violet, elderflower and clover for beverages. 

St. John's wort and blackberry root are mild 
astringents. Alum root, maidenhair fern, shep¬ 
herd's purse, mountain ash and hemlock baric, 
cinquefoil, bearberry, fleabane. uva ursl leaves, 
heal all, goldenrod and the bark of auraach make 
much stronger washes and gargles. They can also 
be tak en internally to check excessive secretions. 
Wiliam Darlington, M.D., wrote in. “American 
Weeds and Ifeeful Plants" in 1959; "Alum Root or 
Crs ns ab iW root Is powerfully astringent, without 
bSW c rn ta s or unpleasant taste. Boiled wttfi water 
and mixed with sugar and milk it is easily 
administered to children." 

I suppose you might say that Oregon grape 
Net, pkpalsaewa leaves and' red clover flowers are 
mUd tonics, while camomile flowers, wild cherry 
hark, dendebon. gentian and goldthread roots are 
strong ones. The farmer help you to feel belter 
generally, while the latter improve the appetite 
by stimulating the Bow cf saliva and gastric 
Jukes The young shoots of yellow arum and the 
first tender green of flrvweed stalk are also good 
tonics — especially now in March, at winter's 
end. B they are not enough I can look for the 


young shoots of thlmblcbcnv or salmontx-rry la 
jKit me .in shape again, panii iriarly when die 
winter has been snowy and greens scarce If I -at 
too many salmonbemes when that welcome I'-aS 
arrives, a hair of the dog that bit me' 1 — d* 
bark at the bush made into a tea — will mi re imp 
indigestion. The Indians used the roots >4 w iWt 
onion after they had been feasting on ram««.*. 
Ginger and Oregon grape arp also said to be ».«<od 
cures for flaluency. 

When treating colds the first Eliza herh.me 
swore by ‘Elderberry Rob <i> lbs. Urrted 
simmered with 1 lb. sugan. and the children loved 
it An elderberry ointment was used for elaiblam*. 
"For consumption’*, the good wives Jiked egy vulk 
beaten up with fresh milk, rosewater and a 
sl»rinkle of that delightful new spire, nutmeg, 
which their sea captains had just brought fn*» 
the tropica. More Than 200 years later a Mr. 
Powell who kept the Crown, a public house in 
Swallow Street, St. James." used the same cure 
lor the same disease and recovered, ihough “he 
wan given up by his physician " A glass a d;.y 
supplied good nourishment without overloading 
his stomach, I would say. Poultices made of flax* 
seed meal, comfrey root, the Jelly or mm illage 
of quince seeds” may have helped. Myself, ha- 
poultices, I like the grated stalk of false nolo- 
mon'n seal, wild onion or the grated root of fire, 
weed 

Pacific dogwood bark as a substitute foe 
quinine in the treatment of malaria received high 
praise in ihe Journals of explorers and pioneer*. 
Rattlesnake plantain was rated as a Mire f.*■ 
snake bite and its common name may have 
derived from that or from its white-mot tl<-4 
leaves. When these leaves are divided between 
thumb and foiflnger and placed over rui* or 
bruises with the raw side down they really kelp. 

Our forefathers used heal-all for quinsy as 
well as cuts; onions for croup, burdock for blood 
disorders, Solomon's seal for rheumatism, the 
inner bark at the elder as an emetic — perha)>« 
whoa someone had been “poisoned* l>y black 
nightshade berries! The w«onder drug peneeillin is 
inly a sophisticated form of mould, used lor our 
ancestors to cure infection. 

My favorite recipe — read not tj-ied. though 
it’s a good high-protein diet — is Restoratfoto 
Jelly: "an infallible recipe for an old woman or a 
sick Turkey.” It comes from a family recipe book 
of 1820 and calls for “a cow Heal well cleaned 
and put into an Earthen Jar with 2 quarts of next 
milk, 2 ounces at isinglass and 2 minces of 
Hartshorn Shavings. Put the jar into a Brick 
Ovea, Just after the Bread has been drawn out, 
and let it remain until half consumed. When roid 
skin off the fat; take a coffee oup full the last 
tiling at night,' and the first in (he morning, milk 
warm. Regular persuance for six weeks is abso- 
lutely' necessary to render this rentorabve 
thoroughly efficacious; therefore should an old 
woman or sick turkey be in the habit of visiting 
from house to house .they must make a point c* 
taking a supply with them. Perfect onnvalesem-e 
will be the certain result.”

Time i«oi, and not $o 
very long ago, when 
naturalists busied them¬ 
selves looking for new 
animal s/tecies in remote 
corners of the globe. 
Thanks to the jet planet 
there remain ho morg 
hidden fastnesses , and 
the prime concern of 
naturalists nowadays is to 
preserve the species 
which survive and study 
them intensively in the 
field. 

In this respect no American 
naturalist has surpassed the 
achievements ol George B. Schaller, 
who lued with the gorillas o t the 
Congo for an extended period and 
wrote a classic account of their 
behavior in The Year at the 
Gorilla. In his new book he devotes 
the same on-the-spot attention to the 
deer of Central India and to the 
tigers which prey on them. Once 
more we have a vivi<|, eyewitness 
study of animal behavior In a 
natural environment, close scrutiny 
at the predator-prey relationship, 
and recommendations for the main¬ 
tenance ul their natural ecology.

James Turpin was or¬ 
dained as a Methodist 
minister , felt unfulfilled , 
resigned, qualified as c 
doctor of medicine and 
eventually discovered his 
niche as a medical mis¬ 
sionary. 

Vietnam Dae tar is the story at 
how he founded hts own organization 
christened Project Ctmcero, and 
with funds raised the United States, 
and Inter in Australia and New Zea¬ 
land, set up medical missions in 
Hong Kong and Vietnam.

In each case he has brought modem 
medicine and simple hygiene to 
people who live in squalor and are

Overall, Schaller’s new book 
lacks the excitement of his work on 
gorillas, which was a unique study 
in every way. The deer species in 
Kanha Park, a sanctuary in Central 
India, ere not especially interesting, 
certainly not as compared with the 
antelppe of Africa. Hence it was not 
surprising that the author decided to 
broaden his book by Including a 
study of the tiger, which feeds on 
the tjeer. The tiger Is all action and 
excitement, and there’s a notable 
quickening of Interest . when we 
reach this part of the book. 

Schaller illustrated his observa¬ 
tions of tiger behavior with good 
photographs, including several of 
tigers working on kills. As with 
lions, it Is usually the female which 
provides the food supply. Tigers, we 
learn, mark off their own areas of 
the jungle by spraying the bushes, 
and sometimes Inhabit the same 
range for years if game ia plentiful. 
Schaller also recorded the various 
tiger vocalizations, ranging from 
roars to purrs (yes, he heard them 
purring). 

The most surprising of the 
author's discoveries is that the 
tiger’s reputation far savagery ia 
based more on potential than on 
actual performance. “A person on 
foot in the jungle rarely sees a 
tiger," says Schaller, “because the 
animal apparently perceives him 
first and avoids an encounter by. 
hiding or sneaking away. If sur¬ 
prised by a silent approach, the 
tiger's usual response ia to flee,” 
Each time Schaller approached'* 
tiger (and he always did ao 
unarmed) the animal backed away.

Kazan’s bonk is a true novel as 
distinct from. his screen-type, .treat¬ 
ment in “America, America." It Is 
also a vastly more sophisticated 
story than that cinematic paean to 
immigration. Here Kazan is an 
authentic novelist, displaying a 
narrative gift reminiscent of early 
Dos Passes. This in itself k ao rare 
in the contemporary novel — the 
ability to keep the reader turning 
foe page to find out what happens 
next — that Th« Arrangement i« 
likely to become a best-seller on the 
strength of its story alone. 

Ths title la one of those enig¬ 
matic labels with different layers of 
meaning. .Like foe author himself, 
foe hero, Eddie Aodrrson, is an 
American of Levantine descent, but 
foere the resemblance ends. Eddie 
la a Sammy Click type advertising 
executive in Los Angeles — glib, 
facile with the slogans, drawing 
down a fat salary, with a swimming 
pool, as understanding wife, and a 
gorgeous blonde mistress This last, 
of course, la “an arrangement." 

With everything going lor him — 
his cigarette campaign has been a 
success, hts wife is content with her 
borne and psychiatrist, his mistresa 
a perfect and undemanding mate — 
Eddie's world suddenly falls apart 
around him. A far smash sends him 
to hospital, foam which he emerges 
with a determination to change tbe 
former "arrangement 1 ’ and Uve a 
new life. 

He tries, but fails. He cannot 
work, he cannot be a husband, he 
yearns for his mistress, now in New 
York. Eddie compulsively tells us aU 
as he might to a psychiatrist — if 
he didn't despise them so much. 
What Elia Kazan is telling us 
through Eddie is that we are 
trapped in stultifying patterns of 
living from which we must break 
out If we are to fulfill ourselves. 

This is hardly a new concept, but 
Kazan pursues it further than moat 
writers. Eddie not only abandons his 
job but also walks out on his wife 
and daughter. In New York he picks 
up again with the mistress, Now 
Kazan steers an unorthodox course: 
Eddie U transformed from the 
wisecracking, smart-alecky hero into
